Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The first office action on the merits was discussed. The examiner 
agreed that amendments which recite "in RNA from a blood sample which has not been fractionated into cell types" 
and "in RNA from unfractionated cells of a lysed blood sample" would be helpful for overcoming the 1 12 2nd rejection 
of record. Applicant pointed to paragraph 79 as providing basis for the claim amendment that recites "said subjects 
having said disease are asymptomatic with respect to said disease." The examiner indicated that 79 provides basis 
for subjects asymptomatic with respect to said disease, but it will have to be further considered if this statement 
provides basis for using samples from these subjects to IDENTIFY markers for disease. The specification states that 
the markers identified can be used for monitoring patients for onset of disease but it is not clear that the specification 
states that patients can be used to identify markers for disease prior to showing symptoms of disease. Amendments to 
overcome the 102 rejection in view of Sharma were discussed, namely the examiner suggested including language in 
the claims that recites that primers are used that are specific to a particular gene or language that recited a feature of 
the primers that distinguishes the primers used in the claimed methods from those used in Sharma. The examiner 
explained that primers specific for mRNA are considered within the scope of the simple recitation "gene-specific 
primers" under the broadest reasonable interpretation of the claims. Finally, the 103 rejection based on the Nagai et al. 
reference was discussed. It was agreed that applicant would provide further arguments regarding the composition of 
blood and how this is relevant to the fact that Nagai's data is based only on gene expression of the lymphocytes, as 
opposed to total cellular mRNA expression. These arguments will require further consideration by the examiner. . 
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
